Investigators 
were looking at social-media posts 
Kelley made in the days before 
Sunday’s attack, including one

HIGH WAS 41 DEGREES

The chill covering the Puget Sound 
this weekend has been unlike any 
start-of-November cold in the past 
four decades. That snow is pretty rare, 


On Saturday, the Seattle area re- 
corded a high of just 41 degrees, 
which the National Weather Service 
said was the area’s coldest day in the 
first week of November in 44 years. 
The coldest day on record for that 


week was 38 degrees on Nov. 6, 1945.

Jeff Michalski, a meteorologist with

tle, said the cold trough covering the 
region is set to begin moving away 
with the end of the weekend. High 
temperatures are expected to rise back 
into the 50s by the middle of the week. 

“This isn’t a long-term pattern 
here,” Michalski said. “Temperatures 
will get back to normal.” 

Along with snowfall that blanketed 
parts of the region on Friday, another 
round of snow came through western

U.S. soldiers killed last month in 
an ambush were helping track 
and fight Islamist extremists 
along the Mali-Niger border in 
the hours before their deaths, 
according to the nation’s defense 
minister and a wounded Nige- 
rien soldier who survived the 
attack. 

The accounts raise questions 
about the Pentagon’s assertions 
that the American and Nigerien 
troops were on a low-risk recon- 
naissance mission and that 
chances of contact with extrem- 
ists were unlikely. They were, 
instead, operating in a danger- 
ous and complex battle zone, 
where attacks happen frequent- 
ly. U.S. troops are in Niger to 
train and advise, military offi- 
cials have said, not to engage in 
combat missions. 

Questions that are still unan- 
swered: Was the team operating 
on faulty intelligence? Or was 
the mission changed at the last 
minute? 

The new details suggest that 
revenge may have been a motive
